BARN PLANS AND OUT-BUILDINGS. 


The value and economy of good, comforta- 
ble, warm barns, and other out-buildings, are 
never more fully appreciated than duringa 
long, cold winter, like the one that has just 
passed. Inthe more northern latitudes, where 
severe cold weather is expected, asa matter 
of course, prudent people provide tight, warm 
barns for their cattle, as well as good houses 
for themselvea, but in those sections where 
the winters are usually mild, and where snows 
are rare, the people and their domestic ani- 
mals suffer fearfully when the north winds roll 
down across the country, with the chill and 
grip of an arctic winter. It is an old expres- 
sion, but nevertheless a true one, that boards 
are cheaper than hay for keeping cattle 
warm. Buildings are constantly decaying 
and new ones required, but after an experi- 
ence like that of 1880-1, it is reasonable to 
believe that an unusual number of farmers 
will resolve to provide better accommodations 
for their stock during the coming year. To

Many old fashioned farmers plant their 
corn a wide distance apart between hills and 
rows. Ithink closer planting, on the same 
ground, witha like amount of manure of the 
same kind, would be better. I will here cite 
some experiments to prove this point, and 
also to prove that too close planting will alike 
result in failure to produce the largest yield 
of corn. 

These experiments were made by George 
Geddes of Onondaga Co., N. Y., about 
thirty-five years ago, and reported in Patent 
Office Reports of that year. Experiment No. 
1—QOne acre planted 3 feet each way, six ker- 
nels in the hill; fifty loads of half rotted ma- 
nure spread on and harrowed in after it was 
ploughed; the product 704 bushels to the 
acre. Experiment No. 2—The other acre 
was cultivated as follows: one-tenth was 
planted in hills 3 feet by 2 apart, without any 
manure; the product was at the rate of 6()} 
bushels to the acre; the fifty loads of halt 
rotted manure, harrowed in, in the Ist exper- 
iment, produced only 104 bushel of corn more 
than the second experiment.

BREAKING COLTS, 


There may be something good and 
thus far unwritten as to how to break a colt 
well. I may be allowed to try. When only 
about one week old, put on the foal, and let 
remain, the head part of a halter. Soon after

reins, and to turn out on meeting teams and 
turn around corners. Go different routes 
daily. Then teach it to back, first by taking 


hold of the bridle, afterwards by long reins. 
Always on return home, teach your colt to 
stand still while being unharnessed. 

Three weeks’ daily lessons of this kind, and 
your colt will be fit to hitch to a light, but 
strong sulky. Not less than two persons 
should be in active attendance now; and first 
commence by simply placing one off shaft in 
thill holder, and let the attendant barely keep 
it in place with left hand, while he holds the 
large ring of the bridle bit with the right, 
yourself meanwhile leading the colt forward 
by the opposite bit ring. Should the colt 
show signs of much fright, the shaft may be 
removed from the holder and gently let down 
on the ground; then try again, and so on; 
when it cares nothing for the sulky, then 
traces may be hitched, etc., etc. Thus the 
ultimatum of good and easy breaking may be 
accomplished, and so moderately and gradu- 
ally done that the colt will never know when 
he is being broken.—Cor. of National Live 
Stock Journal, Chicago.

THE NEW ENGLAND 


CONGRESS. 

The extra session of the Senate continues. The 
contest on the re-organization of the committees 
has been very sharp and bitter, and Monday's ses- 
sion especially was very dramatic, being enliv ened 
by a sharp passage-at-arms between Senators Hill 
of Georgia and Mahone of Virginia, the latter of 
whom had announced his intention to vote with 
the Republicans tn the matter of the organization. 
The developments of Monday made it evident to 
the Democrats that they would be unable to con- 
trol the organization, and at a caucus on Tuesday 
it was decided to accept the situation gracefully by 
preparing a list of Democratic Senators for ap- 
pointment on the committees, in the ratio of four 
Democrats to five Republicans, instead of pursu- 
ing the endeavor to obtain the majority represen- 
tation, which is now discovered to be hopeless. 
Among the nominations made by the President 
and contirmed by the Senate, are ex-Congressman 
Levi P. Morton of New York as Minister to 
France, and Ex-Secretary of State Evarts and ex- 
Senators Thurman and Howe to represent this 
country at the approaching international monetary 
conference at Paris. President Garticld has also 
renewed Mr. Hayes’ nomination of the Hon. Stan- 
ley Matthews of Ohio for the vacant position on 
the bench of the United States Supreme Court, 
On the receipt of the news on Monday of the as- 
sassination of the Emperor of Russia, the Senate 
adopted the following resolutions 

Whereas, the Senate of the United States of 
America, now convened in special session, has 
been informed of the death by unlawful and in- 
human violence of His Majesty the Emperor 
Alexander JI. of Russia. 

Resolved, That the Senate unites its voice with 
that of all civilized people in denouncing assassi- 
nation as a means of redress for any grievances, 
either real or imaginary. ; 

Resolved, That remembering and cherishing 
with satisfaction the relations of genuine friend- 
ship that have always existed between the people 
and governments of Russia and of the United 
States to the strengthening and maintaining of 
which the late Emperor has earnestly contributed 
his great intluence, the Senate extends to the Gov- 
ernment and people of Russia its condolence in 
this sad national bereavement. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate de- 
liver a copy of these resolutions to the President 
of the United States with the request that he com- 
municate the same to the Russian Government. 

The talk of an extra session of Congress ap- 
pears to be subsiding, and it now appears probable 
that the Senate will adjourn as soon as the organi- 
vation and other necessary business are concluded

SUMMARY OF LATEST FOREIGN DIS- 
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PATCHES, 
Great Britain. 

English news, as usual of late, is confined en- 
tirely to the Irish business. Arrests under the 
coercion act continue especially in the south and 
west parts of Ireland, the parties arrested being 
for the mo-t part, persons whose names are un- 
known on this side of the Atlantic, but who have 


considerable local prominence in the councils of 
the land league. ‘The most prominent thus tar ar- 
rested are John W. Nally and Michael Boyton. 
The former is described as an under-witted fellow 
who bas indulged in the wildest kind of talk upon 
the platform, and is even repudiated by the land 
leaguers of his own locality, who deciare that he is 
crazy. Michael Boyton claims to be Ameri- 
can citizen, and has appeaied to the United States 
Consut at Dublin for protection, demanding the 
intervention of the United States Government to 
secure him immediate release or a speedy trial. 
The matter has been referred to Minister Lowell 
who is understood to have asked the government 
for the particulars of the arrest and the charges 
against Boyton,though it is not easy from the 
facts wh,ch have appeared up to this time, to see 
how his claim io American citizenship can be of 
any use to him even if proved to be valid. 

The Orangemen of the north of [reland, (all 
previous reports to the contrary,) are represented 
as being intensely hostile to the Land League, and 
to Mr. Parnell, especially, and the local Lodges 
have been instructed by the Grand Lodge to fight 
Parnelisij to the bitter end. 

Reports from ail parts of Ireland represent that 
Bycotting and outrages jiave almost entirely 
ed, and that the payment of rent is becoming imore 
general, under the impression which seems to pre- 
vail everywhere that the forthcoming land bill will 
he really a measure of reform, and will go far to 
satisfy the more reasonable demands of the 
tenants. 

The Lenton pastoral address of Are! bishop 
McCabe of Dublin to his people, exprexses tiie 
highest sympathy with the great question of jus- 
tice now before Parliament in regard to the tenure 
of land in Ireland, but at the same time severely 
condemns some of the means which have been 
employed in the struggle. He especinily con- 
demns the participation of women in the struggle, 
by sue sormation of female land leagues and the 
like, and accuses the Jeaders of the agitation of 
having brought misery upon many families by the 
recklessness of their conduct. 

The arms bill has passed the House of Commons 
by a vote of 236 to 26 

Charies BradJangh has resigned his seat in Par- 
liament in order to deprive the Conservatives of 
an opportunity for obstructing business jn the 
House of Commons by a long debate on Mr. 
Gorst’s motion for the election of a successor to 
Bradlangh, whom Mr. Gorst’s resolution declares 
to be not iegaily a member of Parliament.

Gladstone’s resolution of urgency for supply was 
lost, Sir Stafford Northcote leading the opposi- 
tion to the motion. Mr. Gladstone announced that 
he acquiesced in the vote and appealed to the mem- 
bers to aid the Government in supply. 

The question of the Panama Canal and the rela- 
tions of Great Britain to the same has come up in 
Parliament, by the citation of that part of Presi- 
dent Garfield's inaugural which referred to the 
subject, and an inquiry as to whether by the Clay 
ton-Bulwer treaty England and the United States 
had not agreed as a general principle to extend 
their protection to any practical communications 
across the Isthmus, and whether Her Majesty's 
Government and the United States Government 
will or have come to an understanding as to the 
execution of this treaty in respect to the canal 
now contemplated. 

The London wool sales continue, with a good 
demand, and increasing firmness in prices, about 
8000 bales being disposed of at each day's sale. 


Russia, 

All other European news, however, sinks into 
insignificance when compared with the startling 
despatches received on Sunday last which an- 
nounced that the Nihilist conspirators in Russia 
had at last attained their object of assassinating 
the Emperor. Since the beginning of the present 
week the despatches from all parts of Europe have 
contained almost nothing else but the accounts, 
every day more minute, of the circumstances of 
the murder, and of how the news was received in 
the different capitals of Kurope. The facts are, 
briefly, that, as the Emperor was returning from a 
parade in the Michael Manege, about two o'clock 
Sunday afternoon, a bomb was thrown, which ex- 
ploded under his carriage, which was considerably 
damaged. The Czar alighted unhurt, but a second 
bomb exploded at his feet, shattering both legs be 
low the knee and inflicting other terrible injuries. 
The Czar was immediately conveyed in an uncon- 
scious state to the Winter Palace, where he died in 
about two hours. The bombs were simply heavy 
glass shells filled with nitro-glycerine, which is 
easily exploded by percussion. They were thrown 
from the sidewalk by two men in the garb of peas 
ants, standing one on each side of the road. One 
of the assassins was immediately seized, and se 
curely bound; the other fora short time eluded 
the police, but was soon hunted down. Both turn- 
ed out to be young men of good fumily and educa- 
tion, one of them having been for two years a stu- 
dent at the school of mines. Several of the Em 
peror’s escort was killed or wounded, the violence 
of the explosion tearing a hole four feet deep in 
the roadway. 

On Monday morning the Crown Prince ascended 
the throne, and issued his imperial manifesto an- 


nouncing the death of the Czar, and his own a 
cession to the imperial power. The Court and Im- 
perial family and the military and civil oflicers 


swore allegiance to the new ruler; and the succes- 
sion to the throne was established without any ap- 
pearance of popular disorder. 

Almost trom the moment of the assassination, 
although there was much excitement in the city 
and great multitudes of people upon the streets 
and in all public places, still so perfect were the 
military and police precautions that no further 
disturbance was possible, and the Nihilists, if, as 
Was at tirst feared, they had contemplated a gener- 
al uprising in the confusion conse juent upon the 
murder, found themselve powerless to do any- 
thing further. The general feeling in Russia, as 
far us it finds expression, is one of sorrow and In- 
dignation, the soldiery especially who adored the 
Emperor, showing their sorrow by the most ex- 
travagant demonstrations. : 

In every country of Europe the profoundest 
sympathy is telt,and the sad cvent has been the 
subject of resolutions of condolence at every par- 


liament and court throughout the world. The 
Press, of all shades of political opinion, even the 
most radical, express their feelings of horror at 
the crime, and the universal feeling throughout 





the entire world appears to be that by this act the 
Nihilists have forfeited whatever claim they may
